led vnitas. If Duzllitie,or Binarine,as caule cfh- 
cientbeare ſway, then inthe aire it breedeth in- 
temperaturezif in citties, families, or kingdomes, 
wars,and dilcorde;it in the body,diſeaſes;if in the 
minde of men, vice, and wickednes. But where 
nionpolleſleth chiefe place,herfruitesare, to 
the aire wholſome temper;tocitties, families, & 
kingdomes, mutual loue, andioie; to the bodie 
health,and ſtrength;and to the minge, vertue, & 
podlines.For vnitie admitteth no duallity,know- 
eth nocontrarietie, and by conſequence no infir- 
mitie. But Dual;tze ſeduced Adam in diſobedi- 
ence,ſcekingtoknow , afwel evil, as good; who 
before, was fole Monarch of the whole earth, 
and was wholly good,and perfc, both in bodie, 
and Soule, vntil hee drew witha dubble twiſted. 
corde of contraricties,vnto his body, in ſteede of 
healch,ſickneſſe,& infirmities;and vnto his ſoule, 
inſteede of Righteoufneſle , ſinne, and milerie;
